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Preface 


Prior to World War II there had developed during 
the thirties definite patterns of farm labor migration. 
In several sections of the country the number of per- 
sons and the areas covered assumed large proportion. 
As manpower demands accelerated during the war and 
supply dwindled, some of these patterns nearly disappeared. 


In order that a clearer and more precise picture of the 
content and pattern of the current movements may be had 
. *° for purposes of planning for recruitment and placement, 
at various levels of operation, the attached material has

Migrant agricultural workers for the purpose of this outline are all 
those workers employed on abriduininel work in an area whose usual place 
of residence is at such a distance from their employment that they do not 
return to their residence each night (except foreign or domestic workers 
transported at government expense) or such workers as may follow seasonal 
employment of such a character that they are not considered to be "permanent 
residents" of any particular locality.
